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Food and Tobacco.—There were few changes of importance in 
the food and tobacco group, oranges showing a rise of 13 per cent. 
due to a change in price occurring at the end of December, the 
full effect of which was not felt until January. The only other 
change exceeding 1 per cent. was an average increase of nearly 
2 per cent. in the effective price paid by millers for home-grown 
wheat. 

Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—An increase of 9 per 
cent. in the price of tin, operative from 1st January, caused the 
non-ferrous metals index to rise by 1-1 per cent., this being 
the first change recorded in this group since June 1942. The 
rise of 1-3 per cent. in the cotton group was entirely the 
result of advances in the prices of yarns and cloths on 22nd De- 
cember, mentioned in last month’s article. The average prices 
of glass and goatskins rose by 9 per cent. and 5} per cent. respec- 
tively, making the “‘ miscellaneous’ group 0-4 per cent. above 
December ; the only other increases of more than 1 per cent. 
were for varnish (7 per cent.) and jute (2} per cent), and there 
were no decreases at all.

Civilian Clothing for Relief 


As a result of discussions with clothing trade representatives, 
the Ministry of Supply and the Board of Trade have agreed upon 
the following arrangements for the purchase of women’s, girls’ 


and infants’ woollen and other frocks for relief purposes. Firms’ 


in the appropriate sections of the industry may submit for tender 
purposes garments which are suitable for production from 
materials to be issued by the Ministry of Supply, and which 
conform with austerity regulations and certain other basic 
requirements agreed between the Ministry of Supply, the Board 
of Trade and the trade representatives. 

Enquiries from firms who have capacity for the production of 
women’s, girls’ and infants’ woollen frocks or who wish to offer 
designs of frocks for relief purposes, should be sent in the first 
instance to one of the following addresses not later than 22nd 
February: (1) Wholesale Fashion Trades Association, Morley 
House, 314/322 Regent Street, London, W.1.

The specifications for heavy outerwear (men’s, women’s, 
children’s and infants’) and for men’s and boys’ shirts and boys’ 
blouses are being agreed with the trade representatives, and the 
Ministry of Supply will invite tenders from current contracting 
firms and from other firms as necessary in the appropriate 
sections of the industry. Contracts will be placed in the usual 
way after consultation with the Board of Trade. The production 
arrangements for men’s, women’s and children’s underwear and 
other garments have not yet been settled. Further announce- 
ments will be made as necessary. 


Exports of Utility Rayon Stockings 


With reference to the announcement in Board of Trade Journal, 
15th January 1944, page 20, the Board of Trade announce that 
the period during which applications to export utility rayon 
stockings may be submitted has again been extended and the 
closing date will be Saturday, 4th March 1944. 


New Orders, however, may not be immediately available. 


Utility Apparel 


The Board of Trade have made the Utility Apparel (Maximum 
Prices and Charges) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 11, price 1d.) 
which comes into force on 14th February 1944. This replaces 
Related Schedules Nos. 2 (Men’s, Youths’ and Boys’ Shirts, 
Underwear and Nightwear) and 3 (Women’s Outerwear), to the 
Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices and Charges) Order, 1944, 
by new Related Schedules, Nos. 2a and 3a, containing ceiling 
prices for some newly specified garments, as well as some altera- 
tions to former ceiling prices. The Order also brings into force 
a new Related Schedule, No. 9 (Merchant Navy Clothing) by 
which wholesale and retail maximum margins and ceiling prices 
are fixed for the newly specified Merchant Navy garments. The 
margins for these garments are the same as those for other 
utility garments of the same classes, viz. men’s outerwear, 
industrial overalls and shirts. The three Schedules (price 2d., 
3d. and 1d. respectively) are now obtainable from H.M. Stationery 
Office. 


Headwear Quota 


The quota for headwear has been fixed for the period Ist March 
to 3lst October 1944 at 334 per cent. by value of supplies in the 
year 1941. This continues the quota at the present annual rate 
of 50 per cent. by value of 1941 supplies. A further press notice 
will be issued when the Directions are made giving effect to these 
arrangements. 


Extra Coupons for Manual Workers in 
Agriculture and Industry 


“INDUSTRIAL TEN ” 


Employers are reminded that applications for the Industrial 
Ten extra coupons for manual workers in the current rationing 
period should be made as soon as possible. The latest date for 
receiving these applications is midday, 26th February, but the 
sooner applications are received the more quickly they can be 
dealt with. Applications should be made to the Local Offices of 
the Ministry of Labour and National Service. 


Apparel and Textiles Returns 


BEDDING 


The Board of Trade have issued an Order (S. R. & O. 1944 
No. 102, price 1d.) under Regulation 55AA of the Defence 
(General) Regulations, 1939, requiring manufacturers and 
wholesalers of Bedding who were for the purpose of the Apparel 
and Textiles Order registered persons at any time during the 
period Ist June 1943 to 30th November 1943, to furnish a return 
on form BED/4 to the Chief Accountant, Board of Trade (Textiles 
Section), North Gate, Prince Albert Road, London, N.W.8, 
before 17th March 1944. A similar form, BED/5, must be 
completed for the year ending 30th November 1944. A copy of 
each form will be sent to each registered person concerned, but 
any such person who has not received a copy of BED/4 by 
18th February 1944, or a copy of BED/5 by 30th November 1944, 
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should apply for one to the Chief Accountant at the address 
given above. 


Control of Timber (No. 30) (Kiln-Drying) Order 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Timber 
(No. 30) (Kiln-Drying) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 107, 
price 2d.), which provides that no one shall after 5th March 1944, 
kiln-dry timber or boxboards in the United Kingdom unless he is 
a registered kiln-drier ; establishes maximum charges for kiln- 
drying and requires kiln-driers to keep certain records in respect 
of the kiln-drying carried out by them. The Order also provides 
that when it is part of a contract of sale (entered into after 
5th March 1944) of any timber or boxboards that they shall have 
been kiln-dried, any additional charge made for this purpose 
shall not exceed the maximum charges for kiln-drying permitted 
by the new Order. This provision replaces the extras for im- 
ported hardwood logs that have been kiln-dried provided on 
page 69 of the Control of Timber (No. 21) Order, 1941 (see 
Board of Trade Journal, 10th January 1942, p. 20), which 
accordingly cease to be applicable after 5th March 1944. The 
new Order came into force on 7th February 1944. 

Forms of application for registration have been sent to the 
majority of kiln owners and should be completed and returned 
as quickly as possible to the Ministry of Supply, Timber Control 
Department, Branch 111/6, Clifton Down Hotel, Bristol, 8. Any 
kiln owner who has not received one of these forms of application 
should apply to the same address, Certificates of registration 
are subject to withdrawal and it might be necessary to exercise 
this power if it were established that a particular kiln was being 
used in such a way as to waste and degrade the material passing 
through it. 

It should be observed that the charges allowed under the 
Schedule to the Order are maximum charges and that the kiln- 
drying envisaged is unhurried kiln-drying with a minimum of 
degrade of the material. Where timber has already been air- 
dried for a period, the time and, therefore, the cost of kiln-drying 
is correspondingly lower than the maximum. In such circum- 
stances charges below the maximum may be appropriate and 
may be negotiated between the owner of the timber and the 
kiln-drier. The Schedule to the Order specifies the services 
besides the actual kiln-drying which the charges are intended to 
cover. 

The records which the Order requires to be kept by kiln- 
driers are no more than are necessary for efficient kiln-drying 
and include particulars of the description, thickness and quantity 
of each parcel of timber that is kiln-dried and the times during 
which it is kiln-dried. Under the Order the kiln-drier’s customer 
has the right to require a statement giving these particulars. 

To assist kiln-driers, the following arrangements, not referred 
to in the Order, have been made by the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory and Timber Control. It is hoped that full advantage 
will be taken of the assistance offered. (1) Any kiln operator 
may apply to attend a training course on kiln operation at the 
Laboratory at Princes Risborough. (2) The laboratory will 
advise any kiln owner or operator on kiln problems and drying 
schedules, at the laboratory by appointment, or by correspon- 
dence. (3) A limited number of members of the Women’s 
Timber Corps may be available for training as kiln operators. 
Kiln owners in need of suitable staff can apply for details. 
(4) Specialist officers of the laboratory are touring the country 
to visit and advise all kiln owners and operators at their own 
kilns. (5) Treasury assistance is available in suitable cases for the 
modernisation of inefficient kilns, and in such cases all necessary 
sanctions, certificates for materials, etc., are obtained for the 
applicants by Timber Control. All matters relative to kiln- 
drying or timber-drying kilns should be addressed as above to 
the Timber Control Department, with the exception of enquiries 
concerning items (1) and (2), which should be addressed direct to 
the Forest Products Research Laboratory, Princes Risborough, 
Bucks. 


FELLING OF STANDING TIMBER 


The Ministry of Supply has taken further steps to ensure 
that the amenities of woodlands will not be unduly impaired 
by the felling of standing timber for war requirements.

WHERE TO PLACE STAMPS AND ADDRESS 
ON CORRESPONDENCE 


The Postmaster-General wishes to remind the public that 
stamps should be placed at the top right-hand corner of the 
envelopes and that the address should be written on the right- 
hand side. The reason for this is that letters are sorted by 
holding the left-hand side, and are put into the date-stamping 
machine so that the right-hand corner of the cover gets the 
cancellation mark. Any departure from this method of stamping 
and addressing correspondence slows down the rate of sorting. 

Well-intentioned people have suggested in the interests of 
paper economy addressing letters on the left-hand side and 
placing stamps in the left-hand corner. Such suggestion if 
carried out would involve hand stamping, which is a slow, costly 
and laborious method. 


POSTAL SERVICE TO CORSICA 


The Postmaster-General announces that the postal service to 
Corsica is no longer restricted to correspondence of a private 
nature; and further that, subject to the Censorship Permit 
restrictions, printed papers, commercial papers and newspapers 
may now also be sent to Corsica.

British Standard Specifications 


ROLLED ASPHALT 


The British Standards Institution, in response to the Govern- 
ment’s urgent request to all industries for economy in the use of 
materials and labour, has set up a War Emergency Specification 
(1152/1944) for asphalt roads. This specification is the outcome 
of a joint committee consisting of representatives of the Ministry 
of War Transport, War Office and Road Research Laboratory, 
together with Members of the Asphalt Roads Association. 

In considering what is implied by the issue of this specification 
it must first be realised that it does not introduce a fresh set of 
standards in rolled asphalt. As stated in the foreword, the 
specification “is essentially one to meet a war emergency,” and 
is in effect an abridged edition of B.S.S. No. 594. Thus a simpli- 
fied document is available for the guidance of engineers and 
surveyors with certain provisions for the use of materials not 
normally covered by the existing standard. This has been 
necessary in order to provide for the use of local aggregates 
(e.g., sand and stone) so as to obviate unnecessary transport of 
materials and to provide alternatives to those aggregates which 
have formerly been used in standard construction but which 
are now employed on works of higher priority. 

The range and properties of the asphaltic cements show little 
alteration from those provided for in B.S.S. No. 594 except in 
so far as the consistency by penetration is concerned. This 
adjustment is necessary in order to bring within the specification 
the characteristics required for certain forms of carpet coats 
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under column 1 of Table 2 and for particular classes of base 
mixture. 

The provisions of Clause 7 have been dealt with largely in the 
foregoing remarks, and are sufficiently comprehensive to avoid 
difficulty. Clause 8 provides for some relaxation in the fineness 
of the filler in order to facilitate supply under war-time conditions. 

It will be appreciated that the range of mixtures within the 
terms of Table 2 will be wide, as indicated in the foreword. For 
this reason it is not possible to give tables which would cover 
all the mixtures within the scope of the specification, as this 
would defeat the simplicity of layout which was considered essen- 
tial in a war-time document. Three main types of asphalt 
surfacing have been indicated within the provisions of the table, 
and the tolerances are sufficiently wide to make for easy and 
efficient working. 

The provisions with regard to the laying down of the asphalt 
under Clause 12 show some modification from those in B.8.8. 
No. 594. This arises from the necessity of ensuring that in the 
case of thin carpet coats of the “ fine ” type the average thickness 
where inequalities in the base coat occur, shall not fall below a 
safe minimum. 


ASPHALT ROADS IN WAR-TIME 


The issue by the British Standards Institution of B.S. 1152, 
rolled asphalt suitable for road construction and maintenance 
under emergency conditions comes at an opportune time, 
coinciding as it does with news that asphaltic bitumen is to be 
released in sufficient quantities to enable local road authorities 
to tackle the problem of road maintenance during the coming 
spring. 

The roads throughout the country, due to war conditions, 
have in many cases been subjected to drastic forms of traffic far 
beyond their capacity, and in other cases have long outlived their 
period of maintenance. For this reason alone engineers and 
surveyors will, without exception, welcome this lead by the 
British Standards Institution, to which we commend their close 


- attention. 


The standard, which has been drawn up in conjunction with 
the Asphalt Roads Association, provides a clear issue both as 
regards the use of available aggregates and the composition of 
the asphaltic cementing agent, giving at the same time a certain 
amount of tolerance for the easy and efficient interpretation of 
the three main types of mixtures provided for in the Specification.

PACKAGING CODE 


The revolution in the packaging of Government supplies has 
proved one of the minor romances of the war. 

Almost from the beginning of the war it was found necessary 
to save every inch of shipping space. Aero engines, motor trucks 
and all the weapons of war had to be packed so that the crates 
could be stacked together rather like a jig-saw puzzle in the 
holds of ships, thus permitting the maximum cargoes in the 
minimum space. 

Munitions of war had also to be packed in such a way that the 
crates or containers could be used again as far as possible as 
soon as the goods were unpacked, and, most important of all, 
in such a way that the goods arrived in a proper condition. 
The story of the enormous improvements made in this direction 
and the way that many difficulties have been overcome is told 
in a publication called the “‘ British Standard Packaging Code.” 
This book has been prepared on the instructions of the Anglo- 
American Packaging Committee of the Ministry of Production. 
The Committee entrusted with the work included representatives 
of all the Government Departments, research and trade interests 
concerned, as well as the railway companies. 

The work began in April 1943, and the Ministry of Production 
laid considerable emphasis on the vital necessity of a compre- 
hensive Code at the earliest possible moment. The Code has been 
compiled to act as a guide to officers and personnel of Government 
Departments and to traders to help them in determining the right 
type of package to adopt for any particular commodity and to 
recognise the correct materials and construction to be applied. 
The Code points out that the fewer times a commodity is handled, 
the former being protected by a suitable packing, the less liable 
it is to be damaged. Experience shows that organised packing 
as near as possible to the production bench is more economical 
as well as being safer and more efficient. To show how vital it 
is to use the right method of packing, the Code stresses the fact 
that poor material used rightly will travel better than good 
packing material used wrongly. Where possible, packages 
should not be larger than can be handled by one or two men. 
It is pointed out that ports of distribution may have been 
sabotaged or “ blitzed”? and mechanical unloading apparatus 
put out of operation. Ships and installations may be suffering 
from air bombardment or time limits may be laid down for turn 
round or convoy. The aim of this Code is, therefore, to provide 
a source of information which will help to deliver the goods to the 
user in the same condition as that in which they left the factory. 
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Never before has such an exhaustive research gone into the 
question of how to pack goods in the safest way and in the least 

ace. : 
Every type of wood, for instance, is analysed. Green wood 
of any sort contains 30 per cent. moisture, depending on the 
species, the time of felling and other factors. A case may weigh 
20 Ib. when made of wood having moisture content of 80 per cent., 
but if made of well-seasoned wood, with say 15 per cent. moisture 
content, the weight should only be 13 Ib. 

As most people know, the most tiresome thing in a wooden 
case is to find knots in the wood. The Code states that there are 
instances where articles have been pilfered by “ fishing ’’ through 
the knot holes. 

One of the most fascinating chapters in this book tells what 
seams and hems are recommended for the closing of bags and 
sacks. Every sort of stitch is illustrated and there are also 
pictures of cloths that have been specially woven for various 
purposes. These pictures are enlarged to illustrate the weave 
more clearly. 

We learn that pillows and sheets should be packed in new 
hessian bags and sewn up with a herakles or single lock stitch ; 
nuts and bolts should go into good secondhand botany bagging ; 
carrots and onions in hessian bags, hemmed at the mouth, and 
sugar in twilled sacking. 

One of the most serious packing problems is due to the shortage 
of containers or container-making materials and the increasing 
use of inexperienced packers. For this reason the Code will be 
particularly valuable. 

It is not intended that the specifications shall supersede 
existing departmental specifications or approved container 
designs except when service conditions indicate that an improve- 
ment can be made by following the Code. It is emphasised, 
however, that any departure from the existing departmental 
specifications must be authorised by the Government Depart- 
ment concerned. 

The Code does not abrogate any of the Railway Companies’ 
Regulations, whether for goods to be carried by passenger train 
or by merchandise train, which will apply unless otherwise 
agreed between the Railway Companies and the Department 
concerned, nor does the Code supersede the Regulations of the 
Ministry of War Transport governing the transport of materials 
by ships.

GLOSSARY OF TERMS USED IN TELECOMMUNICATION 


The British Standards Institution has just issued a revised 
and enlarged edition of B.S. 204 entitled ‘“‘ Glossary of Terms 
used in Telecommunication.”’ This has been prepared in collabora- 
tion with the Post Office and several other organisations con- 
nected with telegraph, telephone and radio industry and practice, 
It deals with the subject of Section 9 (Telegraphs and Telephones) 
and Section 10 (Radiocommunication and Television) of the 1936 
edition of B.S. 205 (Glossary of Terms used in Electrical Engineer- 
ing) which were also published separately as B.S. 204, and of the 
supplement (CF. 4420) to B.S. 205 (Radio Direction-finding). 
There-is also a short new section on fire alarms. 

A considerable number of new definitions have been intro- 
duced, and there has been extensive revision of existing defini- 
tions to keep pace with recent developments. Some re-grouping 
of the subject has also been thought desirable. This has been 
largely with the object of bringing together general terms used 
in all branches of telecommunication into an introductory 
section. The general section is followed by more specialised 
sections dealing respectively with telegraphy, telephony, radio- 
communication, television, radio director-finding and fire alarms. 
These sections are all in one volume with a complete alphabetical 
index.

SPECIAL SALT-GLAZED WARE PIPES 


The above specification has just been issued by the British 
Standards Institution. It provides for salt-glazed ware pipes 
which have chemically resistant properties somewhat higher 
than those normally associated with salt-glazed ware pipes 
supplied to B.S. 65. 

These special pipes are required for use in chemical works and 
other industrial places where the drain efftuents contain a con- 
siderable proportion of acids. If the efftuent is at a compara- 
tively high temperature, as it often is, the use of a drain pipe 
having special chemically resistant properties becomes essential. 
It is to provide pipes for use under these special conditions that 
the specification has been prepared. The form of the specification 
and the range of sizes and fittings covered are identical with 
those in B.S. 65. In addition to a special test for chemical 
resistance the pipes have to be subjected to a higher pressure 
test than for the normal drain pipes.

TESTING OF LACQUERS FOR THE INTERNAL COATING 
OF THERMALLY PROCESSED FOOD CANS 


The British Standards Institution has recently published a 
new British Standard for the Testing of Lacquers for the Internal 
Coating of Thermally Processed Food Cans, B.S. 1149 : 1944. 

The present shortage of tin in the allied countries has necessi- 
tated greatly increased use in the process for can industry of 
what are therein known as phenolic meat lacquers. These are 
lacquers whose dried films consist substantially of resins formed 
by the condensation of formaldehyde with phenolic compounds. 

Before the war, this type ef lacquer was used to a relatively 
small extent on cans for a limited number of meat products. 
For two reasons, however, the present necessity for economy of 
tin has created a greatly increased demand for it. 

Firstly, the decision to use untinned blackplate for the ends of 
cans for all non-acid processed foods for home consumption 
called for a lacquer for both internal and external use with 
much greater resistance to processing in steam and fat than had 
been necessary when tinplate was used. It has been found that 
only the phenolic meat lacquers possess the required properties. 

Secondly, the use of the high melting silver-lead alloys in 
place of the tin-bearing soft solders for soldering the side seams 
of open-top food cans caused scorching of eleo-resinous lacquer 
on the inside of these cans, and again the phenolic meat lacquer 
was the only one found to have the complete resistance to 
scorching at high temperatures. 

The routine methods for the testing of phenolic meat lacquers 
by can makers are set out in Part One of this specification. These 
methods are those employed in the Research Department of the 
Metal Box Co. Ltd. This system of tests normally requires 
many months for its completion, and in fact consists in the last 
analysis of using the lacquer under test for coating cans that are 
to be subjected for prolonged periods to the actual conditions of 
storage and shelf life. 

Canned foods purchased by Government Departments are 
usually required to be accompanied by a two years’ warranty, 
and it is with a view to the necessity of being able to give this 
guarantee that such a prolonged testing procedure is employed 
before any change in materials is adopted. 

The possibility of any sudden changes in the raw material 
situation makes it essential that some means should be devised 
of determining in a much shorter time whether a new lacquer can 
reasonably be expected to give satisfactory performance. 

In order, therefore, to expedite the testing of new formulations, 
the simple series of tests described in Part Two have been drawn 
up to enable lacquer makers, and others who have no can-making 
equipment, to carry out rough preliminary sorting tests for 
themselves. Only lacquers which pass all the tests in Part Two 
should be sent to can makers for a subjection to those in Part One,

CROP PROSPECTS, 1943-44 


According to preliminary figures compiled by the “ Direccién 
de Economia Rural y Estadistica”’ of the Ministry of Agri- 
culture, there is expected to be a considerable all-round increase 
in the 1943-44 fine grain cereal and linseed crops. These figures, 
which apply to wheat, linseed, oats, barley, rye and birdseed, 
suggest that these crops may conceivably aggregate some 
14,700,000 tons, representing an increase of 5,680,000 tons, or 
62 per cent., by comparison with the corresponding 1942-43 
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crop results. The estimated crop out-turn in the case of each 
grain is as follows: wheat, 8,500,000 tons; linseed, 1,800,000 
tons; oats, 2,100,000 tons ; barley, 880,000 tons ; rye, 1,400,000 
tons and birdseed, 37,000 tons. 

Notwithstanding the result of this official calculation of the 
probable out-turn of the current wheat crop, the Government 
report issued announcing the figures in question, goes on to state 
that wheat sowings over a very considerable area of the Argentine 
wheat belt are showing signs of prevalent rust. 

In order to facilitate comparison between the current crop out- 
turn as above shown, and that of previous years, the following

Australia 


THE WHEAT SITUATION 


Stocks of wheat in Australia at the beginning of December 
last were approximately 153 million bushels. Harvesting was 
delayed by manpower shortage, while rain caused further delays 
in Northern areas. In other districts favourable weather 
prevented rust and permitted complete maturation. The follow- 
ing are crop estimates for States, in million bushels: Victoria, 
17; New South Wales, 42; South Australia, 17; Western 
Australia, 16; Queensland, 4. The ten-year average for each 
State was: Victoria, 37; New South Wales, 55; South Aus- 
tralia, 33 ; Western Australia, 32; and Queensland, 4. Consump- 
tion of wheat as stock feed was 40 per cent. higher than in 1942, 
while exports of wheat and flour continues as shipping space 
offers.

CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 

Bihar, 24th January. Sugarcane is fair. 
paddy and the crushing of sugarcane continue. 

Orissa, 24th January. The harvesting and threshing of 
saradh paddy and the pressing of sugarcane are progressing.

Canada 


MINING INDUSTRY 


At the present time Canada is the greatest base metal exporting 
country in the world, and in 1943 its output attained the highest 
level in history. Factors leading to this record included the 
expansion of the aluminium industry, the development of a 
Canadian process for the production of magnesium, the revival 
of old mines, the exploitation of marginal and sub-marginal 
deposits. Canadian aluminium production is now more than 
six times that in 1939, being greater than the total production 
of the rest of the world in that year. The Dominion is also 
supplying about 40 per cent. of the war requirements of the 
United Nations ; 20 per cent. of the zinc ; 12} per cent. of the 
copper; 15 per cent. of the lead; 75 per cent. of the asbestos 
and 20 per cent. of the mercury. In a sense, mercury belongs 
in the second category of Canadian achievements, i.e., new 
products, since mercury was not produced in commercial quan- 
tities prior to June 1940. 

As has already been stated, mercury production is one of the 
new industries of Canada. This, however, has been a discovery, 
not an invention. On the other hand, magnesium production 
in Canada on a commercial scale has resulted from the discovery 
of the National Research Laboratories of a satisfactory method 
of the extraction of magnesium from dolemite. This has lead to 
the establishment of an important mining operation in Ontario. 
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TRADE WITH INDIA 


Canada’s favourable balance of trade with India, which was 
recorded for the first time in 1941-42, underwent a large expan- 
sion in 1942-43, when the balance was almost seven times as 
great as during the previous year. There has, of course, been a 
tremendous increase in Canada’s trade since war started. In 
1939 exports to India totalled 5,396,000 dollars, while in 1943 
the total will be in the neighbourhood of 126 million dollars. 
Imports from India in 1939 were 10,358,000 dollars, while last 
year’s total reaches the 16. million dollar mark. According to 
official Indian sources, Canada stood fifth among all sources of 
India’s imports during 1942-43. 

Canadian goods imported into India continue to be made up, 
for the most part, of motor vehicles and parts, metals, in various 
forms, tea-chest materials; newsprint, calcium carbide, acetic 
acid and a number of other materials for the Services or essential 
Indian industries. The trade in all types of foodstuffs and other 
consumer goods, which made up a substantial proportion of 
pre-war trade values, has disappeared completely, except for 
some shipments for exclusive use of the Services. 

Indian trade to the Canadian market continues to include tea 
and gunny cloth as its principal components. Other items 
included chrome ore, peanut oil, castor oil, various coir products, 


shellac and skins. 
Colombia 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENTS 


In regard to the steady development in national industries in 
Colombia, it is computed that the output of cement during the 
first half of 1943 showed a record increase, at 110,000 tons. The 
production of sugar for 1943 is estimated at about 68,000 tons as 
against 23,000 tons in 1934 and that of coal and coke at 800,000 
tons against 251,000 tons, The estimated output of cotton cloth 
in 1943 is placed at around 110 million metres against 23 million 
metres in 1936, that of woollen cloth at 1,762,000 metres against 
$34,000 metres and that of silk cloth at 6,887,000 metres against 
2,694,000 metres. Statistics submitted by a cross section of the 
textile factories are stated to show an increase of over 500 per 
cent. in their production since 1934. The very considerable 
increase in national textile manufactures is also demonstrated 
by the fact that in 1938 and 1939 imports of cotton manufactured 
goods into Colombia cost 10 million pesos and 11 million pesos 
respectively, whereas for the first five months of 1943 such 
imports cost only 352,000 pesos. Several of the State-capitalised 
industries are now producing and many more are expected to 
commence production in the near future.
